About 332 Years before, che Chrittian Ara; and 
204 after the Jewith Captivity they builr a Starely 
and Mapnificent Temple upon Mount Gerszim (the 
Mount mention’d by the Woman of Samaria ) at 
no gteat Diftanice fromm Samaria. In this Temple 
were perform’d the feveral Cetemonies appropriated 
by God himfelf tothe Temple at Frufalem. San- 
ballat ( a Principal Perfon among the Samaritans ) 
gave his Daughter in Matriage to a Prieft, nam‘d 
Manaffeb, who was conftituted Chief-Prieft of this 
Schi{matical. Temple, from the Building of which, 
and fome Unhappy Circumftances en{uing, pro- 
cecded that Implacable Averfion between the Sama- 
vitansand the Jews, which we meer with in the 
New Teftament. For there we find, thar the Sa- 
maritans refus'd to receive our Saviour for no o- 
ther reafon, than becaufe he was going to Feru/a- 
lem. Hence alfo our Lord’s Parable of the Good 
Samaritan took it’s rifle. 

The Samaritans expected a Meffiah (as we may 
plainly learn from the foremention’d Woman of Sa- 
maria) norwvithftanding that they rejected thofe 
Predictions of the Prophets, which fo Plainly Fore- 
rell his Coming. But as in the Books of Moj/es there 
are feveral Predictions concerning the Meffizh, fo 
our Saviour tells the Fews, rhat had they believed 
Mo/fes, they wou'd have alfo believed Him, in thar 
Mofes wrote of him, In whcih he more particularly 
alludes ro Deut. 18, 15. 

The Samaritans,as wellas the Fews, were Divided 
into Sects,of which the ThreePrincipal were the Do/j- 
theans,the Sebucans,and the Gortheni. The firft, name. 
ly, the Dofithcans, differ'd from all other Samaritan 
Sects in the Belief of aRefurrection: They exceeded 
the Superftition of the Phari/eesin fome Particulars, 
and in others fell in with the Effenes. The Second 
were forbid to Worthip in the Temple of Gerizim, 
becaufe they obferv’d not the Stated Seafons in the 
Celebratfon of their Feftivals. And therefore in 
this Particular they bore refemblance to the foremen- 
tion'’d Effenes, who Worthip'd not in the Temple of 
Ferufalem. The Third Solemniz‘d bur one day, 
where the Six Succeeding were appointed alfo ro 
be kept Holy.

q. Pollo, Pray, what were the Errérs held by that 
Set of Hereticks, call’d Nicolaitans. and 
whence they Arofe and took their Name, and 
abont what time after the Afcenfion of our Sa- 

piour, Tours, &c. 

A, Thole Hereticks, call’d Nicolaitans, began to appear 
in the World and Difturb the Church in the Year of our 
Lord 87 Namely, about 54 Years after his Afcenfion, 
about 17 Years after the Dettruction of Ferufalem, and 
about 9 Years before $r. ohn wrote his Revelations, in 
which there is Notice taken of thofe Abominable Here- 
ticks. For in Rev. 2. 15. weread, So hajt thou alfo Them, 
that bold the Doétrin of the Nicolaitans, which thing I Hate. 
From whence we learn, that there were Nicolaitans at 
Pergamus in Afia, fince to the Angel or Bifhop ot the 
Church of Pergamus ( one of the feven Afiatick Churches 
founded by Sc. Foon) our Bleffed Lord Diretted the fore- 
mentio’d words. Hence we learn alfo, that the Do¢ctrin 
ot the Nicolaitans was an Execrable Doétrin, a Doétrin 
very Odious to the Son of God, fince he was pleas d to 
Exprefs himfelf thus concerning it, which thing I Hate. 
Not as tho’ he did not Hateevery other Herefy ; for the 
word is here us’d with a Peculiar Fmpha‘is, and plainly 
ignities, that our Lord Hated the Nicolaitan Herely in a 
more than ordinary degree, that it was a Doétrin, which 
his Soul Abhor’d, 

The Nicolaitans Difcarded the Chriftian Doétrines cf 
Mortification and Self-denial, they knew not what it was 
to Keep their Bodies Under, they maintaind the Avow'd 
Allowance of the moft Brutal Impurities, they Enlares’d 
the Neceflarv, the Sacred Confinement of the Nuptial 
Bed, they Defended the moft Grots, the moft Scanda- 
lous, the moft Enormous Mixtures, and, as tho’ they 
wou'd not only Anticipate, but Out-do the Mahomeran 
Paradife, they impioufly affirm’d, that Bodily Pleature 
was the Principal End, the Ultimate Happinefs of Man. 
kind Thus they Gloried in their Shame, Expos’d their 
Nakednefs (in another Senfe than that, wherein it is 
aferted of our firft Parents, while in a State of Inno- 
cence) they Knew not, that they were Naked. But tho’ 
thefe Impure, thefe Bea(tly Hereticks falfely boafted, that 
they had fo Learn’d their Pretended Patron Nicolas, yet 
We have not fo Learn’d Chrift. 

Since the Nicolaitans rank’d themlelves among the 


Number of Chriftians, and were cal) d by the Name of 


Chrift, tho’ intamoufly Unwerthy of fo Glorious a Ti. 
tle, no wonder, that they brouvehe a Reproach upon 
Chriftianity ie felf, made the Orthodox to be Milrepre. 
fented by thofe Unhelieving Heathens, who Dittinenith’d 
hot Orthodoxy from Herely, and caus’'d that Name of 
Chrift, by which they were fallely call’d. to be Blalhom 4 
among the Gentiles. ence we may obterve, how Ne. 
ceflary #t ic, if wehave any reeard for our Mafter’s Hae 
hor, to fet our Light fo Shine before Men, that ther may {ee 
tur good works, and Glority cur Mather, which is in Heaven. 

Nicolas, who becaine the Accidental Occafion of this 
Foul, this Infernal Here!y, was one of thole Sever Dea. 
Cons recorded by Sr, Luke inthe 6th Chapter ot his Ads, 
ut before his Converfion. 2s we there tind, a Projvlire 
Ot Antioch. QOneot the Ancients gives the following ae. 
Ount, how jt came to pais, that Nicolas, who was a 
Man of Unblemith’d Chaiticy and Temperate in all things. 

on’d become the Unhappy Caule of fuch Unwarrant. 
able Liberties in his Impure Ditciples. When Nicolas 
yas reprimanded by the Snottles tor an Unreaionable 
“aiouly, which (as They luppos'd ) he had entercain’d 
of his Wife, who was a Beautiful Woman, He to W: 
Off the Stain and Clear {sis Innocence gave any one leave 
tO Marry her, at the fame time ailedging (tho’ Errone- 
Oully (noueh) that fuch leave was warranted by that At- 
“toa, We ought to Abuje tbe Flefi. Au Affertion attri 
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buted by fome to St. Afarthias, by Others to our Lord 
himfelf. And from the talfe Interpretation, both of the 
foremention’d Affertion, and of it’s Application by Nz- 
colas, unfortunately proceeded the Wild and Extrava- 
gant Impurities of the Nicolaitans. 

Nor is this the firft inftance of fuch ILapplied and 
Miftaken Principles, fince there has been long betore a 
Parallel Inftance in the Jewifh Church. For the Sadduces 
are reported to have Deriv’d their Opinions from nti. 
gonus Socheus, who was the Founder of their Seét. For 
this Sochatis inculcated to his Scholars a Free, Unmerce- 
nary, Difinterefted Love of God. He Encourag’d them 
to engage in their Mafter’s Service Purely for his Own 
Sake, to Raife themfelves Above the Difhonourable 
Hopes of their Own Particular Advantage, Above the 
Low, the Mercenary, the Beggarly Expectation of Re- 
wards. But tho’ this be a Doétrin too finely Spun, a 
Doétrin Unequal to Frail Mortality,a Doétrin ano where 
prefsd upon us in the Gofpel, which Allows it’s Vota- 
ries, nay, Commands them, nay, Provekes them to have 
an Eye to the Recompence of Reward, yet it was Sincerely 
intended by Sochaus, who never Imagin’d, that He fhou'd 
Abet thoie Unworthy Tenets, which the Sadduces after- 
wards by Mifapplication Deriv’d from him. For hence 
they drew a very falfe Conclufion, namely, that their 
Patron had abfolutely Denied the very Exiftence of 2 
Future Recompence. And thence they naturally pro- 
ceeded to the Confequent Denial of the Refurrection of 
the Dead, and the Immortality of the Soul. And then 
no wonder, that they afterwards Advanc’d to the great. 
et Debauchery otf Manners, to Perte& Libertinitm. And 
therefore as their own Countrey-men of other Sects, 
with refpegt to the Impurity of their Lives and Conver- 
fation ufiially Stil’d them Epicureans, fo We, by a Pro- 
Jeptical Authority, may as firly Stile them Nicolaitans. 

But we need not have Recourfe to the Sadduces tor an 
Inftance, fince Errors have ever fince abounded in the 
World from the Mitapplication of Scripture. paffages, 
Not only the Wnlearn’d mention’d by Se. Peter but the 
Learned alio, have Wrefted fome Texts, and chole not 
only luch as are Hard to be Underftood, but {uch too, as 
are more Ealy of Comprehenfion, have Wrefted them to 
ther Own Deftruétion. Hence therefore we may learn 
to be Cautious and Wary inthe Inferences, we draw 
from the Sacred Records ; to Compare one Scripture 
with another ; to Examin the Preceeding and Succeed. 
ing Context : to obferve the Drift, Scope, and Intention 
oi the Writer : to Scrutinize the feveral Circum {tances of 
{ime, Place, and Perfons ; to take Norice, whether the 
words dre Literally or Figuratively intended, whether 
the Author fpeaks them in his Own Perfon, or tn the 
Perfon of Another. Thele and fuch like Particulars 
fhoud be always in our View, when we read the Scrip- 
tures, For Inftance; St. Paul fays. All things are Law- 
ful for Men. Now this Affertion at firft view may feem 
to Countenance the Nicolaitan Doétrin, But if we Sur- 
vey the Context; if we eonfider,who itis,that fays it,and 
upon what oceafon it is faid; if we compare this Paflige 
with orher numerous Pafages in the fame Apoftle, where 
he Pretles Sanétiry of Lite, Inculcates Purity of Manners, 
and Exhorts us to Perfe Holinefs in the fear of God . if 
we oblerve thefe things, wecannever rake occafion from 
the toremenrion'd words to imitate the Practice of the 
Nicolaitanse

So large, fo extenfive is it’s Sphere, that it is 
thefame with Many Vertues, it is an Infeparable Conco- 
mitant of More, it Improves, it gives a Grace to ll, Is 
a Free, Eafy, Courteous Condeicenfion, to {nferiors a ve- 
ry Engaging Carriage > What is this but a Generous Fe. 
havior > Is a Candid Interpretation of Another’s Words 
and Aétions very Becoming and Endearing 2 What is 
this but a Generous Proceedure? Jultice, Mercy, and 
Generofity, the Greateft of thefe is Generofity. Where Ju- 
ftice Authorizes Punifhment, Generofity Sues for Pardon. 
Where Juftice is our Accufer, Generofity is our Advocate, 
even when our Condemnation makes no Encroachment 
upon Mercy. "Tis true, common Equity very often 
Spares, where Juftice Punifhes: But Generofity knows 
how to Spare, where even Equity gives no Relief. Not 
that Generofisy Interferes with either Equity or Juftice ; 
not that it is ever Unequitable or Unjuit. No; what- 
ever indeed is Below Equity or Juftice is Unequitable or 
Unjuft, but Generofity is Above them. 

Prudeace, that Principal, that Cardinal Vertue, is a 
Neceflary Ingredient of Generofity: lf Prudence be want- 
ing, Generofity Degenerates from it’s Nature, Loles it’s 
very Effence, and deferves no better Title than that of 
Prodigality. 

Gratitude Requites an Obliging Perfon, Generofiry 
(where it is nor impertinent to do it) fcruples not to 
Requite him four-fold. Gratitude returns an Obligati- 
on, Generofity laysa New one. Gratitude very readily 
Pays a Debt of Kindnefs, Generofity makes a Debtor of 
a Creditor. 

Charity, tho’ fo Divine a Vertue, fo Evangelical a 
Grace, yet comes not in Competition with Generofity, 
Generofity founded upon Religious, upon Chriftian Prin- 
ciples. In fome Inftances Generofity is fomething more 
than Charity, in others itis Charity in it’s moft Exalted, 
moft Advanced Degree. As Juftice commands us to give 
every Man his Own, to Charity advances higher, obli- 
ges us to give to fome a Portion of what is Our’s. But 
Generofity flies Higher yet, it is ready to Exrort a Don- 
ble Portion. Pardon the Expreflion ; Generofity Extorts 
nothing, if we take the word in it’s ftricter fenfe; it gives, 
aot only Bountitully, but Freely toc. For like the great 
Fountain, from whence it ftreams, it always Loves a 
Chearful Giver. Charity Adminifers to the Necellities 
of a Diftrefled Brother, Generofity Adminitters to his 
Comfortable as well as Neceffary Subfiltence. If Chari- 
ty relpect the Wants of the Receiver, Generofity confiders 
the Capacity of the Donor. It Charity give like a Su0- 
ject, Generofity ( where a pertinent occafion offers) Imi- 
tates Araunah the Febufite, it gives like a King. Greneroji- 
ty is not only Ready to Diftribute, but has a Particular 
regard to the Manner of Performing it; it gévet) Libe- 
rally and Upbraideth not. Some Pertons are objervd to 
Deny the Matter of a Petition ina more Generous man. 
ner, with a better Grace than others Grant it, If 
therefore for a Good Man, tor the Man, who Benefits his 
Pellow-creatures, one wou'd even dare to Dye, turely, for a 
(Generous Man, for the Man, who Benents his Fellow- 
cseatures in fo Handtome,to Gentile a Manner,one wou'd 
be willing Cit Poflible ) tu do fomething more than 
Dye. The Generous Man 1s nor wanting to Diftinguith

A, As Hannibal was to Happy as to Live in the beft of 
times, with regard to che Acquifition of Fame, of 
Glory; namely, at a time, when his Country was Ar- 
riv’d at fo great a Crifis ot Renown, when Carthage had 
attain’d to tuch an Extent of Empire, fo Scipio was no 
leis Happy, in that he was referv’d to an Age, wherein 
Rome, tho’ not as yet Miitrefs of the World, tho’ She 
had but lately extended her Conquefts beyond the bounds 
of Italy, was yet in a Capacity to Contend with an Af. 
piring Africa, to Rival an Ambitious Carthage. But that 
we may do Juftice to the furprizing Merits of rhefe Cor- 
rival Generals, do Juftice to the Merits of them bothat 
once, we congratulace the Fortune of Rifing Rome, in 
that She coud boait of a Scipio, when She Pad an Hane 
nibal cto deal with. ' 

lf we examin the Principal motives, upon which they 
both acted, Hannibal muft not difpute the? Raurel. For 
He Proceeded upon a Principle of Revenge, of Dire, Im. 
placable Revenge. And that he did fo, Polybius confirms 
by an Excellent obfervation. For tho, more Plaufible 
reafons might have warranted his proceedure, he yet de. 
nounc’d War againft Rome upon Trifling, upon Frivo- 
lous Pretexts, And this evidently Shews,that he matter’d 
not, wherher the ‘Var, 1n which he was engaging, were 
Reatonible, were Fquitable, or no, but that, whether 
Right or Wrong, he was Refolv’d uponit. Tho’ his Fa- 
ther oblig'd him, when but nine years old (which inti- 
piates,that Hamilcar eipied che Dawnings of Future Brae 
very) obligd him to Swear Eternal Enmity to Kome, yet 
fuch was the Temper, the Hoftile Temper of the Man, 
that he needed nor to have been thus Sacramentally En- 
cag’d, while as yet aChild. but what Scépio Principally 
Vronos’d, was, net his own Reputation, not the Honor 


of

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of the Roman Arms, but what was more Warrantable, 
and therefore more Honourable, the Prefervation of his 
Languifhing, his Fainting Country. He was Ambitious 
(and a very Noble Ambition This) to Refcue hi, in- 
fuleed Mother, and thus glorioufly become a Second Ca- 
millus, who for his Brave Delivery of Rome was juftly 
Stil’d a Second Romulus, a Second Founder. 

As Hannibal Inherited his Father’s Animofity, Purfu’d 
the Suggeftions of His Refentment, and chus made him, 
as it were, to Live, while Rottingin his Grave, fo Scipio, 
while Scarce a Youth, acquitted himfelf more honourably 
to His Endanger’d Father, whole Lite he more than Man- 
fully Defended, in the firft Bartle fought with Hannubal, 
and t Gratetully Repay’d him Lite tor Lite 

Spain was the Scene ot Hannibal's “looming Fame, 
which Country he intirely fubdued, and annext to tne 
Carthaginian State. Hither alio was Scipio tent (lo Re- 
fembling in many Inftances were the Lives of theie Con- 
tending Rivals) fent in quality of General under the 
Age ot 24. An Lacommon Youth, we may be fure, 
that his kleétors, who a Prudenre People , thou’d 


conceive fuch Farly Expectations of him. Whac then, 
fhall we fay,he was, fince he not only not Deteated, but 
furpatsd their Expectat ». Act fuchan Age to have 


undertaken fo Import oncern belpeaks a very Ex- 


traordinary Perion, ficce Men ot the greaceft Experience 
and Abilicies Declin’d ti. But to have Dilcharg‘d tr, 


Scipio did, it is above our Commendations, 
itis a Subject of Advairation only. For He obtain’d 
many Confiderable Victories, periormd many Me- 
morable Exploits, Over-uan S$) ain like a Mighty Torrent, 
Llnravel’d all Hannibal’: Conquetts, and Annext them to 
the Roman State. An Early Prelage, that Hannibal’s 
Vortune was to Yeild to Scipio’s. Which of them were 
Superior in Valor, Policy and Conduct, we will not 
ventnre to Determine. For tho’ Sc7pio was 1o Fortunate 
as to Vanquith Hannibal, yet with re{pect co that very 
Rattle, wherein he Vanquifht him, no one can do other- 
wife than Admire the Uncommon Skill, the Unufual 
Dexterity of this Vanquifht Hanxibal. And in Confir- 
mation of this we need no more than to Appeal to an 
Lintortunate, but Skillful Pyrrbus. But this was Harni- 
bal’s great Difficiency, I his his Capital Fault, that he 
‘new not how to Ufe, much lefs to Improve the Victo- 
ries, he Gain’d. Wappy Rome! who owd ft thy Preient 
Safety and thy Future Empire to This One Fault, This 
One Deficiency! If Canne Prov’d Fatal to thy Arms, 
ird the Terrible Dilafter. Here then Scipio, 
the Always Prudent, the Always Watchful Scipio puts 
iy an Uncontefed Title to an Unfhar’d Accomplifhment. 
Hanmibal was of a Fierce, of an Untraétable Difpofici- 
on. Scitio of 2 Genele, Eafy, Compaffionate Temper. 
his Generous, Obliging, Winning Carriage Conquer’d 
Surer than his Sword. Hannibal was a Mere Soldier, 
Scipio an Accomplifht Gentleman. A Gentleman ot to 


wteé A Nad 
Virtuous. fo Chaft, fo Temperate a Nature, that all the 
Deliehts of Capua cou’d never have Debauch’d him. 

tioth Scipio and Hannibal were Injurioufly treated by 
their Ungrateful Countrymien 5 the Latter Flying to Fo- 

reign Parts, the Former Retiring to Linternum in Cam- 

.pania, as Living Monuments of the molt bale Ingratitude, 
‘Put Hannibal was the more Unfortunate, who fearing 
to be Deliver’d up to rhe Romans took Poyfon, as Con. 
{cious to himfelt, that fo great a Man, Since he had Et. 
erp’d the Hands of Scipio, was Worthy to Die by no o. 
ther Hands than his Own.
